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PREFACE 


More than a quarter of a century has passed since tho publication of the Hindee Dic¬ 
tionary at present in use, viz., that compiled by the late Rev. J. T. Thompson, Baptist Mission¬ 
ary, of Delhi. Although Forbes, while embodying the whole of 1 Thompson’ in his more recent 
Dictionary of the Hindustani language, added many new words, yet experience abundantly proves 
that the Iliudee language is best studied with the help of a Dictionary whose words are arrang¬ 
ed in the order of the Devanagari alphabet. To study ITindee literature by the help of a Hin- 
ddst&ni Dictionary would be analogous to studying English with a Dictionary in which the 
English words should be written in the Arabic character ;—the letters have no one point in 
common, and are arranged, as to their alphabets, on principles exhibiting the utmost diversity ; 
v. bile each alphabet contains some letters and sounds which have no exact equivalents in the other. 
Every leader of IIindee whose studies have been anything more than elementary, must have 
many times regretted the inadequacy of Thompson’s work. When it is stated that of the fifty 
thousand words and forms of words contained in the present Dictionary, there are about twenty- 
five thousand in excess of those given in ‘ Thompson,* and that these words have been gathered 
chiefly from the writings of the people’s favourite authors, it will be obvious that to facilitate the 
study of the Hindoo literature a new Dictionary was needed. 

From the western border of Bengal to the Panjah, and from, the foot of the Himalayas 
to the borders of the Madras Presidency, this language is the vernacular of tho masses both in 
[British India and in the Feudatory States. Within that vast territory, other languages also arc 
spoken, notably the Urdoo of the Muhammadans, especially in the larger cities. Eight dialects 
Df Hindoo are generally enumerated, which in their characteristic diversities are sharply marked ; 
nearly all of these peculiarities are, however, more or less clearly traceable to a common parent. 
There is difference of opinion, even among the best authorities, as to the number of persons to 
whom this is a mother-tongue,—the figures ranging from fifty to eighty millions ; thus much, 
lopvever, seems to have been ascertained, that no one language in this vast country of Hindu- 
itdn is spoken by so large a number of the people. With these facts before us, little need be said 
,o shew the importance of the study of Hindee; yet less, probably, has been accomplished by 
European enterprise for tho cultivation of this language, than for almost any other language in 
:he Queen’s dominions in the East. 

4 A feeling exists in some quarters that no words are properly entitled to a place in a> 
iindee Dictionary that are not traceable to Sanskrit : this opinion, however, has to be weighed 
tgainst the fact that a strong body of accomplished Orientalists are of the contrary opinion ; while 
he literature producod by native writers, whether ancient or modern, poetical or prose, abounds 
n words which are commonly regarded as Arabic and Persian. The following may be cited as

FW, smm, srawta, snrret, SITS, atsm, asrira, etc. This docs not exhaust the list, hut the number 
3 sufficient to prove that Hindee, in common with othor languages, is composite. Such words are 
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not always given by native authors in their proper form, as the word^pfft (^**4-*) shews; there 
is, hence, all the greater reason for giving them a place in a Dictionary of that language. The 
twenty-five thousand additional words and forms of words contained in this work, are mainly such 
as the writer has found in Hindee works read by himself. 

It would occupy too much space to enumerate the many respects in whioh the arrange¬ 
ment of the present Dictionary differs from that of its predecessors : the aim has been to prepare 
a Dictionary that shall meet the wants of students rather than of scholars ; and the author will 
receive with thankfulness any light that may be thrown on the defects of his work. 

In the preparation of this Dictionary, the following works have been consulted ; viz., 
Thompson's Hindee Dictionary, the Hindustani Dictionaries of Shakespear and Forbes, the Ben¬ 
gali and Sanskrit Dictionary of Sir Graves Haughton, Max Muller’s edition of Benfey's Sanskrit 
Dictionary, and the Sanskrit Dictionary of Prof. Monier Williams. An expression of the author's 
obligations to his valued and learned friends John Beames, of the Bengal Civil Service, and 
S. H. Kellogg, of the American Presbyterian Mission, is recorded with very much pleasure; also 
to Dr. Lazarus, of the Medical Hall Press, for the pains and the patience with which ho has 
conducted the work through the press.

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V (a) is the first vowel in the Hindee alphabet, 

and has the following characteristics and func¬ 
tions :—1, It is said to be short a ; but if accurately 
pronounced it has in Hindee the sound of u in the 
English words * dust/ ‘ bud.’ * fun.’ of o iu ‘ come/ or 
ni a in ‘ villa.' 2, It, is Urn letter which i-» a«id to be 
inherent in every consonant, when the consonant is 
not followed by some other vowel or by rlrdm ex 
pressed or implied; that is, it serves to indicate the 
sound which is necessary in order to a consonant be¬ 
coming pronounceable. Thus VI cannot be pronoun¬ 
ced unless some vowel sound be admitted : the vowel- 
sound which is used for this purpose is that of this 
letter 3T 3, In a large number of instances (which 
might, indeed, be increased almost ad lib ) contiguous 
consonants which are to be pronounced without the 
intervention of this sound are formed into compound 
letters, thus removing the necessity for the constant 
recurrence of the viram. This is one of the causes of 
the variety and uncertainty of orthography in Hindee : 
thus, one writer will use the form (which in 

the absence of vir&m will inevitably be pronounced 
wrongly by the uninitiated); while another writes 
more accurately Though the sound of this 

letter is in Sanskrit always (and in Bengali, nearly 
always) produced at the end of words, it is never, 
excepting in poetry, pronounced at tho end of words 
in Hindee: words which end in q preceded by some 
other vowel than ^1, form the single exception to 
this rule ; thus is pronounced with a slight 

vowel Boufid at the end. It should be added, that 
in printing Hindee, it ia usual to omit the viram ; so 
that it is only by long and careful attention of both 
eye and ear that the learner can know where to 
‘drop the sound. 4, It never appeals in Hindee 
excepting at the beginning of a word or of a syllable. 
5, Unlike all the other vowels in Hindee this vowel 
baa no medial or final form. 6, In poetry it is short 
by nature, whether used separately or joined to a 
consonant ; before a compound consonaut, however, 
it k, like all the other short vowels, long by position.

of this curious fact seems to be that the natives of 
India, like the Persians and Arabs, find a difficulty 
in pronouncing two quiescent consonants at the be¬ 
ginning of a W’ord ; with this difference, however, 
that in Hindee the difficulty does not appear except¬ 
ing in the pronunciation of a compound consonant 
whose first element is a sibilant; thus most Hindoos 
would pronounce the English word ‘ sprout’ as if it 
were spelt Its p rout or Isprout. It has been thought 
desirable not to expunge from this 3>ictionnry the 
words which exhibit this phenomenon ; for, if the 
student find, in the course of his reading, the word 
sregfa, he is not to be supposed to be unreasonable 
if he expect to find it in his Dictionary, albeit it is 
a corruption : how, indeed, can he know, unless be 
is told, whether the word he is iu search of is an 
instance of this phenomenon or not ? It may, in¬ 
deed, be fairly presumed that a Dictionary is intend¬ 
ed not for those who have acquired the knowledge 
of a language, but rather for the assistance of those 
who seek such knowledge. If the student look for 
and does not find it, he will naturally infer 
that the word is not in the Dictionary. The cases of 
such words as TOSftrf, in which the is both privi¬ 
tive and redundant, seem to leave no room for doubt 
either as to the duty of the compiler or the interests 
of the student. In keeping, therefore, with the me¬ 
thod adopted by Shakespear, Haughton, Thompson, 
Forbes nnd others, such words have, for the most 
part, been retained in the presoufc work. 10, In such 
Arabic or Persiau words as have found their way into 
the language and literature of the Hindee speaking 
people, this letter represents alif; also, th e fat'ha of 
the Arabs and the zabar of the Persians. 11, Print¬ 
ed with a dot under it (y) it represents in this Die. 
tionary the Arabic letter f a'hi: as, however, the pro¬ 
per sound of *afn does not exist in the Hindee or 
Devanlgari alphabet, no difference is made in the 
pronunciation of such words excepting by Muham¬ 
madans of education and of taste.

There are several marks or symbols which are 
of frequent occurrence in Sanskrit, somo of 
which never occur in Hindee : the following 
however, will be often found in Hindee :— 

This mark (called Anuswar. sometimes also Matte) is 
properly of a diamond figure, but in most founts of 
type used for printing Hindee it is merely a dot. 
Properly speaking it has in pronunciation the nasal 
sound of ng in the English word ‘ king’ : many, how¬ 
ever, prefer to give it, as often as possible, the sound 
of the letter which it displaces; thus OTTfC is often 
pronounced as if spelt OTOTT. As the principles which 
regulate the use of this sign are very fully and care¬ 
fully specified in all good Hindee or Sanskrit Gram¬ 
mars, it has been deemed needless to occupy space by 
the repetition of them here : the following observa¬ 
tions, however, may be of use to the student in reading 
Hindee :—1, A nuswdr is, in Hindee books, frequently 
inserted where it would not be expected, and drop¬ 
ped where strict accuracy would require that it 
should be used ;—peculiarities which seem to depend 
sometimes on the^ caprice or inadvertence of the 
writer or compositor, nnd sometimes upon the re¬ 
quirements of metre or of euphony ; thus and$T 
are of ten used interchangeably; as also and 

and the other pronominal numerals, 2, A large num¬ 
ber of words in Hindee are spelt sometimes with 
Anuswar and sometimes without it; a great quaati- 
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ty of space has been saved in this Dictionary by the 
care that has been exercised to avoid the recurrence 
of such words. In the case of any word in which 
this variety in spelling may occur, the student will 
speedily learn for what forms to look; especially 
if he understand the principles which operate in the 
use of this sign ; e. g. if he fail to find in the Dictionary 
the form he will infer that this is a mis-spelling 
and will look for ^TFtT. 3, This sign is often put in 
Hiudce where in Sanskrit and Bengalee we should 
find Anun&sika ( ) called also Chandraviiidu : it is, 
in fact, very seldom indeed that this latter sign is 
found in Hindee books.

This mark (called in Hindee Viram, ‘rest’, ‘pause*,

It is sometimes employed by natives like a mark of 
punctuation at the close of a sentence ending with a 
quiescent consonant, — all the preceding words being 
written without separation, because supposed to be 
pronounced or read without stopping (see the sign l)*

This mark is sometimes called *3T, and in relation to II 
(see below) it Is also called a half pause. It is a stop 
or mark of punctuation, and is usually placed at the 
end of the first line of a couplet or stanza. In rela¬ 
tion to Viram ( see above) it indicates the close of a 
sentence ending with a vowel, — all the preceding 
words being written without separation, because sup¬ 
posed to be pronounced or read without stopping.
